The Queen Mary : 


Disappointment is probably in store for millions in the British Empire 
who have conceived the impression that the first trip of the Cunard-White 
Star’s super-liner, the Queen Mary, scheduled for May 27, is a world sport- 
ing event of the first magnitude with the blue ribbon of the Atlantic for 
speed as the stakes. 


The speed record for the Atlantic was held for the British for 22 years 
by the Cunard Steamship Company’s Mauretania until August, 1929, when 
the title passed to the Rex, flying the flag of Italy, and has not since been 
recovered by any vessel carrying the Union Jack. 

Millions have been led to believe that the Queen Mary is expected to 
win back the speed supremacy of the North Atlantic for Great Britain and 
as a resylt of the great amount of publicity given to this vessel during the 
course of her construction and on the occasion of her launching at Clyde- 
bank a few weeks ago they confidently anticipate that this consummation 
is to be achieved by the new boat, but this, according to the London Times, 
is not the purpose of the construction of this great steamship. 


On the contrary, the Times shatters this and other misconceptions of 
the purpose and mission of the Queen Mary. Not only was she not built 
to wrest the speed supremacy of the North Atlantic from another country 
but, we are told, she was not designed to be the most luxurious liner afloat, 
despite reams of descriptive material which has been published emphasizing 
the lavish nature of her appointments and equipment. 

“The problem,” says the Times, ‘‘was not to build a ship so big and so 
fast as to ‘stagger creation’. The problem all along was to build ‘the smal- 
lest and slowest ship that could form one half of a weekly service’.” 

Continuing the Times says: “Speed is very expensive; and a ship must 
be big to pay for it. On the other hand size is also expensive; and there is 
need for nice calculation. The Queen Mary is not meant to be the biggest 
and fastest ship afloat. She is not meant to be a ‘luxury’ ship at all. It 
has been made perfectly clear that the luxury will be there for those who 
seek it; but one advantage of great size in a ship is that room can be made 
for all sorts of people, and the Queen Mary is not for the rich only.” 

However, if the Queen Mary is not designed to be the largest ship 
afloat or the fastest boat on the seven seas or even the most luxurious, she 
has claims to distinction which make her an impressive monument to the 
brains. responsible for her creation, exemplified in the words stability, 
strength and safety and these attributes have been achieved without undue 
sacrifice of size, speed and lavishness. 

On the contrary, the Queen Mary is of noble proportions and embodies 
the last word in naval architecture, marine engineering and scientific 
research, 

Every conceivable device has been adopted to justify the claim made 
for the Queen Mary that she is the safest ship afloat and that passengers 
aboard her will be safer than in their own homes. To quote a recent issue 
of Pearson's Weekly she is “so well equipped with scientific instruments 
that it will be literally possible, with a little adjustment, to send her from 
Southampton to New York without a man aboard,” and, “she will be able 
to steam through impenetrable fog at 40 miles per hour, automatically 
steered and protected from collision with ships and objects.” 

These devices include a “radio searchlight” with which the Normandie 
is also fitted, a continuous beam of ultra-short radio waves which sweep 
the horizon ahead of the bows of the advancing vessel and record obstruc- 
tions on a sensitive receiver.

New Uniform Calendar Plan 
Provides International Holiday And 
Five Business Holidays Yearly 


With a suggestion that it be put 
into effect on January 1, 1938, Rev. 
Father Jacob Wilhelm of Regina has 
drafted a reform calendar which 
provides for the days of the week 
always falling on the same dates of 
each month. 

Under Father Wilhelm’s plan the 
four quarters of the year are equal 
with 31 days for the first month of 
each quarter and 30 days each for 
the other two months except that 31 
days are provided for December to 
give a total of 365 for the year. An 
extra day is wedged in between June 
80 and July 1 every fourth year to 
be known as “leap day.” 

The year will start with January 
1 labelled as “international holiday” 
and January 2 is to be a Sunday 
with December 31 a Saturday. If 
the calendar were adopted Good Fri- 
day would always fall on April 7 and 
Easter Monday on April 9. 

It is suggested that Saturdays 
falling on January 1, April 1, July 
1 and October 1 be made business 
holidays, giving with international 
day on January 1, five business holi- 
days each year. 
cording to Rev. Father Wilhelm, 
would be known.as rest days when 
‘everyone should carry out a review 
of his debts or profits.” 

The calendar is designed to offset 
objections of the Christian churches 
to the recently announced plan to 
provide for a year of 13 months con- 
taining 28 days each.

Patient Revived 


Apparently Dead For Some Minutes 
Is Resuscitated On Operating 
Table 

Another case of a patient who 
“died’’ on the operating table, only 
to be brought back to life again by 
heart massage and injections of 
adrenaline, is described in the cur- 
rent issue of the British Medical 
Journal, 

The patient, Ernest Hinsley, about 
45, of Waterloo, Asthon, is now 
normal again, but has no memory of 
having been to the operating thea- 
tre. 

His heart, said Dr. J. V. Fiddian, 
stopped without warning and Hins- 
ley ceased to breathe. Efforts at 
resuscitation began immediately and 
the “usual two or three minutes were 
wasted in fruitless artificial respira- 
tion.” 

Dr. Fiddian then resorted to car- 
diac massage, and continued this for 
two minutes without feeling any 
spontaneous movement of the heart. 
He then injected  intra-cardias 
adrenaline into the ventricle. 

“The effect,” he writes, “was im- 
mediate and almost magical. With 
each squeeze that followed the heart 
was felt to be enlarging and sudden- 
ly it began to beat wildly. 

“It was several minutes more be- 
fore spontaneous respiration was 
established, but after that there was 
no further immediate anxiety. 

“The patient was returned to bed 
with his heart still beating tumult- 
ously, in a manner strongly sugges- 
tive of an overdose of adrenaline.”

Building Flying Boats 


Imperial Airways To Operate A 
World-Wide Service 

More than 1,000 skilled men are 
engaged at Rochester, England, in 
building a fleet of 29 giant flying- 
boats for operation by Imperial Air- 
ways on world-wide services—includ- 
ing the Atlantic. 

There are two decks to the new 
flying boats, lower being for pas- 
senger accommodation and the top 
for crew (two pilots, two stewards, 
and a purser), mails and baggage. 

The gross weight of the new ships 
will be 17% tons, and they will be 
powered by four 740-h.p. engines, 
giving a maximum speed of nearly 
200 m.p.h. and a cruising speed of 
155 m.p.h. Underneath the pilots’ 
cabin is a comfortable smoking 
room, and there are two more cabins 
more than eight feet high with ad- 
justable lounge chairs, 

There is daytime accommodation 
for 24 passengers and for 16 sleep- 
ing in bunks by night.

Canadian prairies, particularly in the 
semi-arid area. The prairie tree- 
planter has to contend not only with 
these unfavourable conditions but 
also with competition from the nat- 
ural groundcover, Experience has 
shown, however, says Norman M. 
Ross, superintendent of the Domin- 
fon Forest Nursery Station at Indian 
Head, Sdskatchewan, and Chief of 
the Dominion Tree-Pilanting Division, 
that even in the driest areas trees 
suitable for shelter-belts, and also 
for the production of fuel and fence 
posts, can ‘be grown if proper 
methods are adopted. 

First of all, the soil must be thor- 
oughly prepared in order to eradi- 
cate completely the native grasses 
and other perennials, and to store up 
a@ reserve of moisture to give the 
young: plantation a reasonable start. 
This usually requires two seasons. In 
the first season the sod is broken a 
few inches deep and then thoroughly 
worked. One season is sufficient to 
kill all the native plants. The fol- 
lowing year, the land to be planted is 
deeply summer-fallowed to open up 
the soil for the roots and to conserve 
moisture. 

The next step is to select varieties 
that have proved hardy and capable 
of withstanding drought when once 
established. The list of varieties 
suitable for shelterbelts, and for 
propagating in large numbers at 
reasonable expense, fs very limited. 
It consists of: Caragana (Caragana 
arborescens), @ leguminous ‘shrub of 
Russian origin, exceptionally hardy 
and drought-resistant, with a dense 
shrubby growth to a height of about 
20 feet; Manitoba Maple (Negundo 
aceroidis), a native tree with a some- 
what bushy tendency growing to a 
height of about: 40 feet; Green Ash 
(Fraximus lanceolata), a native, 
rather slow growing tree, also very 
drought-resistant; the American Ed 
(Ulmus Americana), a hardy native 
tree; White Spruce (Priced alba), 
mative; Colorado Spruce (Picea 
pungens); and Scotch Pine (Pinus 
sylvestris) of which there are many 
types, the one most suitable being 
propagated from seed secured in 
Finland or central Sweden. 

All these varieties can be grown 
successfully on the average upland 
prairie soils. In certain districts, 
aisually associated with lighter soils, 
the water-table may be reasonably 
close to the surface (from seven to 
15 feet), and in these districts many 
varieties of poplars and willows, in 
addition to'thé trees already men- 
tioned, prove very satisfactory.

To Mental Ills 

Two scientists offered results of a 
study they interpreted as indicating 
the ranks of married persons include 
fewer mentally {1 individuals than 
are found in the single, divorced and 
widow-widower classifications. 

Dr. James Page of Columbia Uni- 
versity and Dr. Carney Landis of the 
New York Psychiatric Institute pre- 
sented their findings at a meeting of 
the New York branch of the Ameri- 
can Psychological Association. 

They said, however, that “mar- 
riage is ho vactine against mental 
disease.”’ . ; 

Analysis of records of admissions 
from 1920 to 1984 at New York 
mental hospitals, in Massachusetts 
from 1929 to 1931, and in the entire 
United States for 1922, they said, 
disclosed these ratios: 

Four times more divorced persons

JESUS LOOKS AT WEALTH AND 
POVERTY 


Golden text: The rich and the poor 
meet together: The Lord is the 
maker of them all. Proverbs 22:2. 

Lesson: Luke 16, 

Devotional reading: I. John 3:13- 
18. 


Explanations And Comments 


The Parable of Dives and Lazarus, 
Luke 16:19-31. The first two verses 
of our text has “the most perfect 
picture of wealth and want that can 
verhaps be found in any literature.” 
The “certain rich: man’ we call, for 
convenience, Dives, the Latin word 
for “a rich man,’ The extreme lux- 
ury in which Dives was living is 
portrayed by his costly purple outer 
robe and fine linen undergarment 
and sumptuous table. The purple 
robe was of rich material dyed with 
the liquid obtained from the shell- 
fish murex. You recall that Lydia, 
the first convert to Christianity in 
Europe, was “a seller of purple’, 
Acs 16:14. The fine linen was made 
from a sort of flax that grew on the 
banks of the Nile and was so finely 
woven as to be almost transparent. 

Lazarus, the name of the beggar, 
is a contraction of Eleazar, which 
means ‘Help of God’, and was per- 
haps given to him to indicate his 
character, for there is no more vir- 
tue in being poor than there is sin 
in being rich. This beggar, covered 
with loathsome sores, lay at the gate 
of Dives coveting in vain even the 
crumbs that fell from the rich man’s 
table, but the only attention he re- 
ceived was from the dogs which 
roamed the streets as scavengers. 
These dogs licked his sores and 
must-have increased his misery with 
their rasping tongues. 

In time it came to pass that both 
Dives and Lazarus died. As some- 
one has observed, Dives doubtless 
died of overfeeding and overdrink-

$1,000,000 geological survey program 
and said Canada mining, prospecting 
and exploration companies this year 
would be able to send men to the 
field equipped with a greater wealth 
of information than ever* before. 

The coming season, the minister 
said, promises to be the most active 
in the history of the Canadian min- 
ing industry and it will provide the 
first opportunity of testing the value 
ef such exploraion projects as that 
launched by the government last 
year. Those projects sent to the 
field close to 190 field parties com- 
prising about 1,000 men.

In a resume of the work the min- 
ister said the reports detailed work 
in four areas in Quebec, three in 
British Columbia, two in Onfario, 
two in Saskatchewan, and one’ each 
in Alberta, Manitoba, Yukon and the 
Northwest Territories. Many thou- 
sands of square miles of favorable 
prospecting ground, much of which 
has received little or no attention, 
have been delimited and vital geo- 
logical knowledge has been gained 
on areas now being actively pros- 
pected and developed. 

“A large, readily accessible area in 
Yukon is defined in one report as 
practically virgin prospecting ter- 
ritory. Beyond a limited amount of 
placer gold prospecting, and some 
more or less incidental prospecting 
for lode gold deposits, the area has 
apparently been largely neglected. 

Approximately one-third 
10,000 square miles of territory ex- 
amined in the Yellowknife river re- 
gion, Northwest Territories, is re- 
ported excellent prospecting ground 
for precious metals.

“+ CLAIM ATTENTION 
OF PARLIAMENT 


Ottawa. — Interest in _parliament- 
ary’ activities from now to proroga- 
tion will be divided among the red 
and green chambers and the half 
dozen committees which aré faced 
with heavy agendas and which have 
not yet really commenced their work. 

Radio, railways, pensions, elec- 
tions, privileges of the house speaker 
and agriculture are subjects of 
special committees of the house, and 
all are expected to ask for permis- 
sion to sit while the house is sitting, 
which will mean many empty seats 
in the green chamber from now on. 

Of outstanding public interest will 
be the committees on railways, radio, 
pensions and agriculture. Election 
reform will be dealt with at some 
length, but no legislation is expected 
at the present session in view of the 
fact it is not likely to be needed for 
Some years.

Italian People Discontented 


Becoming Hostile To Fascist Regime 
Says Expelled Writer 
London.—The Italian people have 
become increasingly hostile to the 
Fascist regime, whose war policy, 
even though victorious, has. “im- 
poverished the country,” Giovanni 
Giglio, former Rome _ correspondent 
for the Daily Herald, declared in 

that newspaper. 

Giglio, who was recently expelled 
from Italy by Premier Mussolini's 
government, emphasized the Italian 
masses, conviction that Il Duce’s 
African adventure is driving them to 
ruin. 

“They understand,” Giglio assert- 
ed, “that- whether war brings them 
victory or disaster, their country 
will be completely pauperized and 
that for the next 20 years at least 
Italy’s exports will be negligible.” 

The rise in the cost of living has 
been a large factor in popular dis- 
content, the writer stated.

Over Regional Leagues 
“Geneva.—A move by some of the 
Latin-American countries to create 
an all-American League of Nations 
caused much discussion and sharply 

divided reaction here. 

Some league circles feared this 
would be the beginning of disinte- 
gration of the Geneva institution. 
Others, however, believed these re- 
gional leagues could constructively 
dovetail into a universal League of 
Nations. 

League officials said they were 
convinced economic and financial 
sanctions must be applied universally 
against any aggressor nation, but 
they believed these regional groups 
could liquidate regional conflicts and 
apply military sanctions in case of 
necessity, 


Wants To Join League 

Wellington.—- Prime Minister Mi- 
chael Savage said that New Zealand 
was endeavoring to secure a seat on 
the council of the League of Nations 
in September in succession to Aus- 
tralia. He said that if a New Zea- 
land cabinet minister was then in 
Europe he would take precedence 
over the high commissioners as the 
representative of the island dominion 
at Geneva,
